spread by contact as a rule but 
may be spread by bedding, rub- 
bing posts, etc. First symptoms 
are excessive rubbing, then red- 
dened areas appear on the skin. 
These areas eventually darken, 
thicken and become scabby. This 
problem is worse in the winter 
because ‘the pigs are inside. Se- 


vere cases of mange result in un-' 


thriftiness and stunting, often 
delaying pigs 4 to.6 weeks before 
they go to market. There are 
several effective chemicals on 
the market, among them Lin- 
dane and Malathion, which can 
be.used for control. These should 
be used according to instructions. 
Cleaning and - disinfecting - of 
pens should also be carried out.

In 
most cases the salesmen do very 
well but the purchaser finds that 
there are complications he never 
thought of and may even lose his 
investment instead of making 
money.

Growth of the turkey industry 


is reflected in figures which Mr. . 


Campbell quoted just recently. 

“Approximately 48,000 turkeys 
have been banded this year in 
Saskatchewan under the Saskat- 
chewan Hatchery Supply Flock 
Policy administered by the Provin- 
cial Department of Agriculture,” 
he noted. “A year ago, 40,000 tur- 
keys were banded under the pol- 
icy.” . 

This increase becomes _note- 
worthy when it is realized that 
turkey flock owners who qualify 
under this Policy are eligible to 


3|Ship hatching eggs to commercial 


hatcheries in the Province for the 
production of turkey poults. 


Consequently. the increase in the 
number of banded birds from 40,- 
000 to 48,000 represents an in- 
crease of 21 percent; during 1958, 
1,263,536 poults were hatched in 
the province. Of this number, ap- 
proximately 20 percent were from 
imported hatching eggs and poults. 

With the increasing number of 
birds banded this year, it would 
appear that Saskatchewan will 
have a moré adequate supply of 
turkey hatching eggs. 

Steps were taken to control dis- 
ease in these birds. Mr. Campbell 
reports that all birds banded were 
tested for CRD and Pullorum Dis- 
ease. 


“It was found this year that the 
incidence of CRD has been sub- 
stantially reduced and according 
to present tests, all flocks qualify- 
ing under the Policy are free of 
the disease,’” hevseid-  . vs 

“Pullorum Disease has been de- 
tected in some flocks but with ad- 
ditional testing this has been re- 
duced to a minimum,” states Mr. 
Campbell. - 

All of which adds up to more 
and healthier birds in Saskatche- 
wan; a sign of continued expan- 
sion and a sign that turkey grow- 
ers will have to exercise good 
management practices if they are 
to: realize a profit from their en- 
deavors.
